Reagan barely had time to retlect on his 
lightning election Tuesday when Moscow 
rolled out the military hardware Friday in a 
display of force. But military parades bris- 
tling with men and machines are nol un- 
common for the Kremlin, and neither were the 
^hawkish words of Its defense boss. ■

He must learn from Jimmy 
Carter's initial _naivete_in dealing with the 
Russians. They simply can't be trusted. 

America must upgrade its military pre-

Jerome volunteer police reserve proposed

JEROME — Jerome's police force 
may be getting some backup atd. 
■ A corps, of volunteer reserve police 
oincers has been proposed to 
siq)p]emen( the existing nine-man 
department in routine patrols and 
emergenctes. 

The Idea isn't a new one In Jerome. 
Three previous police cMefs have 
headed reserve police programs — 
part-time volunteers who serve only 
as ride-along assistants. 

The moM recent group, under 
f<M7ner police chlel Howard DuBols, 
was tomtnated last winter because of 
conflicts -in- organization and pro- - 
cedure. 

"The main thing Is, If you have an 
auxiliary force, they ride In the car 
and can call the dispatcher for help 
and describe u^t's happening while 
the regular officer does Uie fool 
■work" said Jerome Mayor Marshall 
Evertieart. "If an officer Is alone, no

one can know if he pets Into Iraibte." 

Dea)IIe past proUems. Evertieart 
said the benefits of an auxiliary police 
fwce remain two-fold. 

"During Uie late night and e^rly 
morning axrs, when mo^burglaries 
■ and other problems occurr Jt's de- 
sirable to have two people In the car," 
Everheart explained. "If this can be 
done with an (unpaid) volunteer It 
saves the cost of one officer, at least 
during part of the shift. 

"Secondly, It's good training for 
someone wanting To «l Into police 
work," he continued. "Right now, it's 
hard for a person to Just step Into It, 
but this program can provide 
eoodlratningforsomeaw.""^ - 

At the same lime, the city gov- 
ernment also^twnenis because 
opaiings on the regular police force 
can be filled by hiring auxiliary of- 
ficers whom the police chief and City 
Council "have already observed un- 
dmiressure," Everheart said.
